Che valier, at the Court of 
Pf Madrid, judged it a fit Op- 
portunity to put their Scheme of Rebel- 
lion into Practice, and propoſed an Inva- 
fion both in Ireland and Scotland, pre- 
tending they had very clear and good 
Proofs, of a ſtrong Spirit of Diicontent, 
working i in both Countries; ſo that with 
a {mall foreign Force a Revolution might 
with Probability of Succeſs be attempted. 
This 
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This was very well received at Rome, 


the eldeſt Son of the Chevalier de St. 


George having ſtudied for ſome Years 


every thing he thought requiſite, to fur- 
nyh himſelf for an Expedition of this 
Nature: But perhaps it had not taken 
Effect ſo ſoon, if his future Secretary 
Mr. Murray had not reported to him, 
that it was eaſy to raiſe the Clans, if he 
could be ſure of any Atliſtance from 
France. At this very Time the Spa- 
niards were employed, in driving the 
French into a War declared againſt us; 
and Cardinal Aquative, being let into 
the Secrets of the Chevalier s Intelli- 
gence, undertook that his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty ſhould make a Point of this like- 
wiſe, and oblige France to take a Part 
in this Scheme, and grant Prince Ed- 
ward ſuch Succours as might appear re- 
quiſite for carrying his intended Invaſion 
into immediate Exccution. Eut upon 
Application to the Court of Yer/arlles, 
many Difficulties aroſe ; for ſeveral of 
the French Miniſters being perſwaded 
they had already more upon their Hands 
than they could well manage, vehement-

ly oppoſed adding a new and expenſive 
Project, to thoſe with which they were 
perplexed before. But there were three 
Perſons in the Council of that King- 
dom determined to ſupport this Diſpoſi- 
tion from very different Motives, , who,

ö though they did not avow it publicx- 
5 ly, were however determined to bring 
; it about. Cardinal Tencin owed his Hat 


to the Chevelier, and was always his 
declared Partizan. M. de Saxe had an 
irreconcilable and hereditary Hatred to 
be gratified by this Meaſure. And M. 
4e Belleiſle judged it agreeable to his ge- 
-___neral Syſtem; the Paſis of which was, 
that the more his Majeſty's Affairs were 
embroil'd, the more neceſſary his Ser- 
vices would be and the more, conſe- 
quently, himſelf and his Family conſi- 
_ der'd. — But though theſe great Men 
__ concurred in the Deſign, they would 
none of them venture propoſing to invite 
the Chevalier or either of his Sons into 
France, but refoly'd to procure that Step 
being taken without Formality, by the 
Interpoſition of Cardinal Aguaviva, that 
they might afterwards be able to diſa-

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Accordingly this Method was taken, 
and Cardinal _Aguaviva ſollicited the 
Chevalier to conſent to his eldeſt Son's 
Aetting out, even before a formal Invi- 
tation came from Paris; — for he was 
ſatisfied, that notwith ſtanding any Ap- 
pearances, the great Men at Court 
might Wear, they would be very glad 
to ice and aſſiſt the young Man, who, 
on his Side, was ſo defirous of ſhewing 
himſelf, and ſo confident of Succeſs, that 
he never left teazing his Father, (whoſe 
Experience made This m leſs ſanguine, ) till 
he obtain'd his Conſent; but this was 
not 'till he had cei tain Advice from France 
that they were meditating an Invaſion 
on England, which was in the Winter 
of 1743, and then he enter'd on the 
neceſſary Preparations 8. It was the Month 
of February 1744, before every Thing 
was ready, and the neceſſary Remittances 
fixed, in caſe he ſhould think proper

On his Arrival at Paris he was very 
coldly received, more eſpecially by the 
Min try; and che K ing 2 a little 
ſurprized at the Abruptneſs of his Ap- 
pcarance.— Put rotwithſtanding this, 
ſome of the Miniſters, and the Relations 
of his Family, welcomed him in another 
Manner, and perſwaded him to go and 
parade at Dun: Uri, where they were

with the French Coutt, who left him

Thoſe who follow'd him from Rome 
were abſolutely moulded by his Inclina- 
tions; they were perfect Courtiers, had 
nothing to loſe but their Lives; and 
by having experienced a long Scene of 
Misfortunes, were grown in fome Mea- 
jure careleſs about them, They mag- 

nified tne Project, extolled the Courage, 


and hoped mighty Things from the For- 


Tune of their Chief; his very Perſon Was 


an Army, and his Preſence ſufficient to 


make a whole Nation revolt. The old 
Cavaliers, Who had remained long in 
Exile in France, and were heartily weary 
of the Uſage they had met with, ran 
very eaſily into the ſame Way of think 


ing, and were cager for entering upon 


Action, But the wiſeſt Heads, and 
greateſt Men among them, were in 
Sentiments directly oppoſite; they ſaid,

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The preſent Sir Hugh Cameron having 
reſided long in France and Rome, is 
ſtrongly attached to the Houſe of Start : 
He came over with the Pretender 1n 
i715, and went back agairtf*with him 
to France, When the late Rehellion 
broke out in 1745, he embark'd with 
ſthe Chevalier in his Expedition againit 
Scotland; where, though he was eighty 
Years of Age, he behaved with ſur= 
prizing activity. As for young Lo- 
chiel he was never Abroad with his Fa- 
ther, but lived quietly at Home 2 
his Eſtate; and it is ſuppoſed he kne 
nothing of the intended Invaſion till 118 
the young Pretender landed in Scotland;

with old Sir Hugh Camcron ; on their 
Arrival the old Gentleman immediately 
thewed himſelt to his Clan, who were 
overjoy'd to ſee their old Chief amongſt 
them again ; and the Son had nothing 
left him but to obey his Father's Com- 
mand like his other Vaſſals. 


The Clan of the Camerous are about 
eight hundred fighting Men; there are 
but a few Gentlemen of the Name ſett- 
led in Scatlaud, though there is a con- 
ſiderable Number of them in the Ser- 
vice of France and Spain. The chief 
Branch of this Family was Mr. Camemou 
of Glandeſjery, Father of the celebrated 
Miſs Jenny. The Eſtate of Glaudeſſery

but out of miſtaken Tenderneſs for her, 
was fo long before he would put her un- 
der the Reſtraint which her Education 
required, that ſome Paſſions were ſuff- 
ered to take ſo deep Root in her Mind, 
that neither Time, Care, nor Expence 
could afterwards eradicate. Now Miſs 
muſt prepare to go to Edinburgh for her

Miſs with ſome Difficulty was at 
length brought to apply herſelf to her

She was now grown tall and well-ſhap'd,

Pretender, came to Lochiel's Houſe, Lo- 
chiel ſent an Order to Mr. Cameron, of 
Glendeſſery, to raiſe his Men and join 
the Family Standard; Mr. Cameron, in- 
capable of obeying ſuch a Summons, his 
Place was ſupplied by his Aunt Miſs 
Jenny, - who ſoon got together two hun- 
dred and fifty Men, and marched at the 
Head of them to the Pretender's Cam p: 
She was dreſſed in a Sea- green riding 
Habit, with a Scarlet Lapell, trimm'd 
with Gold, her Hair tied behind in looſe 
Buckles, with a Velvet Cap, and Scariet 
; Feather; ſhe rode on a Bay Gelding, 
deck'd with green Furniture, which was 
fringed with Gold; inſtead of a Whip, 
the carried a naked Sword in her Hand, 


and in this EquiPege arrived at the 
Camp. 


A Female Officer was a very extraor- 
dinary Sight, and it being reported to the 
young Chevalier, he went out of the 
Lines to meet this Supply; Miſs Jenny,

man; what an Effect, then added ſhe, mujt 
zt eve on thoſe who have 16 Feminine 
Fear to combat, and are free from the 
Tncumberance of Female Dreſs?

Men, Sir, ore ycurs, they has 'o devoted them- 
felves fo your Service; they bring you 
Hearts as will as Hands; ] can follow 
them no further, but T ſhall prey for your 
Succeſs, This Speech! being ended, the 
order'd her Men to paſs in Review before 
the Chevalier, who expreſsd himſelf 
pleas'd with their Appearance, but much 
more with the Gallantry of their Female 
Leader. He conducted her to his Tent,

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ner; her Humour was extremely free,

Lieutenant-General Sir 7obn Cope, Kt. 
of the Bath, was at that Time Com- 
mander in Chief of the King's Forces 
in Scotland, and had the Direction of 
Military Atfairs there; in Purſuance of 
which, he drew together the Troops 
then in that Kingdom, armed the Mili- 
tia, and took what other Precantions he 
thought neceſſary, and then judg'd it 
proper to march Northward, in or- 
der to find out the Rebels, expecting 
to meet with them at the Chain ; ; Which 
is the Name given to the great Road 
leading a-croſs from Fort- William to 


Inverneſs, where the General arrived 


with his Forces after a fatiguing March, 
but found himſelf diſappointed ; for the

| he heard of them, was, that they had 


taken Poſſeſſion of Perth, on the 4th of

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It was now publickiy known, that ſe-

On the 14th they directed their M wt 
Eaſtward, towards Edinburgh, vhich 
they 
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they enter d on the 17th, being not only 
invited but ſollicited thereto by the Ja- 
cobites in and about that City, who well 
knew that the well-affected Inhabitants 
would have baffled any Attempt upon it, 
if they had got the fencing of the City 
finiſhed, and the thouſand Men levied 
and trained, who were to be raiſed 
by the voluntary Subſcription. Beſides 
theſe, five hundred of the chief Inha- 
bitants of the City, Lawyers, Writers, 
Phyſicians, and even Divines, took u 


Arms for the Defence of the T&6wn. 


About twenty-three Patteraroes, and Ship 
Guns, were placed at the Gates and on 
the Baſtions of the City Walls. Theſe 
Volunteers, &c. continued under Arms 
all Sunday Night, and likewiſe on Mon- 
day, till Five o'Clock in the After- 
noon; at which Time Gar diner's and 
Hambleton's Dragoons retired from Co- 


Bridge, towards Muſfjelburgh, on the 


Approach of the Van-guard of the Re- 
bels, who put the Inhabitants of the 
City into ſome ſmall Confuſion, ima- 
gining that the whole Body of the Re- 
bels were approaching, However, the 
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Volunteers, &c. continued under Arme, 
waiting for Orders to take their reſpec- 


tive Stations; which they were reſolv'd 


to defend to the laſt, 


At this Time, ſeveral Perſons preſent- 
ed a Petition to the Provoſt, defiring that 
a Meeting of the Inhabitants might ve 
called, to conſider, whether they thould 
ſtand out, or deliver up the City. The 
Fire-Bell was accordingly rung ; which 
the Perſons under Arms, took as a Sig- 
nal for bringing them to the Place of 


Rendezvous, and immediately drew up, 
headed by their Officers; and the Meet- 


ing intended for the Inhabitants, in the 
new Kirk-Ifle, was filled immediately 
with Perſons who had been {trolling in 
the Streets, many of them diſaffected 
to the Government. ts 


In this Meeting, a Letter from the 
Chevalier was preſented, intimating 
bis Intention to enter the City; but the 
Reader thereof was ſoon interrupted, and 
the Queſtion put, Whether the Town 
was or was not tenable ? ſome SEO

that the Dragoons, had left them; and 
others that it was falſe, and that they 
were ready to defend the City to the laſt, 
f required, Imthe mean Time, the 
Secretary at War acquainted them, That 
he had an Order from the General to 
requeſt, that the two Regiments of Dra- 
goons might enter the City, if the In- 
habitants deſir'd it. This occaſion'd 
ſome warm Debates; when a Gentle- 
man, who had been preſent at a Council 
of War ſome Days before, ailcrted, 
that the general Opinion of the Officers 
was, that the City was not tenable, and 
that bringing the Dragoons into it, 
would be cooping them up to their De- 
ſtruction. Immediately the Vote was 
put, Whether to receive the Dragoons, - 
or not? when it paſſed in the Negative; 
and fo they went and joined General 
Coe. 


No Orders being given what Part the 
Volunteers ſhould act, they deliver'd 
their Arms into the Caſtle; the Gover- 
nor of which ſent for the Cannon, an 
the Walls and Gates, to be brought into 
OS the 
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the Caſtle, or nail'd up 3 but for want 


ef Orders from ſome Perfon in Town, 
they could not be carried away, and ſo 


fell into the Rebels Hands. 


At this Time, Sir John Cope was at 
Inverneſs, from whence he diſpatch'd 
Orders Southward, for Tranſports to be 
ſent to Aberdeen, where he embark'd his 
Men, and on the 16th of September 
enter'd the Harbour of Dumbar, at 
which Place he landed his Men the next 
Day, as he did alſo on the 18th his Ar- 
tillery. Here he received Advice of the 
City of Edinburgb being in the Hands 
of the Rebels, which it was ſuſpected 
the Pro- had treacherouſſy deliver'd 
up to them the 16th in the Evening; 
for about Five the next Morning, the 
| Netherbow-Port being open'd to let in 
a Coach, the Rebels enter d at the ſame 
Time, without the leaſt Refiſtance ; fo 
that ſorne of the well- affected became a 
Prey to their Enemies, General Gue/t 
had retir'd into the Caſtle with a ſmall 
Number of regular Troops, ; the Bank, 
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and moſt of the Publick Offices being 


remov'd into that Fortreſs before. 


Brigadier Fowke, with Hambleton's and 
Gardiner's Dragoons, having join'd. Sir 
John Cope's Army, they, on the 9th, 
march'd' from Dumbar, and encamp'd 
that Night on the Weſt Side of Had- 
dington:; The next Morning early, they 
continu'd their March, and in the Even- 
ing reached Preſton- Pans. The Rebels 
having got a good Supply of Arms, and 


what elſe they wanted at Edinburgh, 


and their Army being now augmented 
to five thouſand Men, they march'd ont 
of the City to engage the King's Troops. 
General Cope had no ſooner pitch'd on 
a Piece of Ground, and got his little 
Army form'd, than the Rebels appear'd 
on the high Ground to the South of 
him. He thereupon form'd a full Front 
to theirs, when the Armies exchang'd 
ſeveral Huzza's, and probably from their 
not liking our Diſpoſition, they began 
to alter their own, and made a large 


— Detachment of their Left towards Pre- 
ien, as may be ſuppos'd, in order to 
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take us in Flank, their Number bein 
ſuperior to ours. The General, wit 
ſeveral of his Officers, having upon this 
reconnoiter'd their Deſign, immediately 
order'd the Front to be chang'd, form- 
ing our Right to the Sea, 2 . our Left 
where the Front had been: This Diſ⸗ 
poſition diſappointed their Project of tak- 
ing us in Flank; and that Part of their 
Army immediately countermarched.— 
From this Change of theirs, we were 
again oblig d to take new Ground. The 
Night coming on, and the Enemy ſo 
near, we lay on our Arms, and in the 
Night, with a Train of fix Pieces of 
ſmall Cannon, threw ſome Shot amongſt 
an advanced Party of theirs, who had 
taken Poſſeſſion of the Church-yard of 
Tranent, that lay between their Front 
and ours. 


The Forces under Sir John Cope were, 
Major-General Hamilton's and Colonel 
Gardiner's Dragoons ; Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Guiſe s, Colonel Lee's, Colonel Mur- 

8, Colonel Laſcelle 8, and the Earl 
of L. Loudon 8, Regiments of Foot; ; but of 
theſe, 
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theſe, there was only one compleat: A 
great Number of Volunteers from Edin- 

fired and other Places offer'd to join 
them; but Sir Joh» Cope refus'd their 
Aſſiſtance for fear of confuling his Men. 
About Three in the Morning, it being 
very dark, our Patroles could ſcarce 
perceive any Motion they made, every 
Thing ſeemed fo quiet : But about this 
Hour, the Patroles reported them to 
be in full March, in great Silence, to 
wards the Eaſt ; at Four they reported, 
that they were continuing their March 
North-Eaſt. From this it appear'd they 


deelſigu'd to attack our Left Flank with 


their mam Body ; and upon the Gene- 
ral's being inform'd that this was their 
Intention, he order'd the Diſpoſition to 
be chang'd, by which he brought our 


Front to theirs, and ſecur'd our Flanks 


by ſeveral Dykes on our Right, towards 
Tranent, with our Left Flank inclining 
to the Sea, The Moment this Diſpo- 
fition was compleated, three large Bodies 
in Columns, of their pick d-out High- 
landers, came on with great Swiftneſs, 


and the Column which was advancing 


. 
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towards our Right, where our 'Train was 
| Poſted, after receiving our Diſcharges, 
almoſt in an Inſtant, and before Day 
appeared, ſeiz d the Train, and threw 
into the utmoſt Confuſion a Body of 
about one hundred Foot which the Ge- 
neral had poſted there to guard it. All 
Endeavours, in every Shape, were tried 
by him, Brigadier Fewke, the Earls Lou- 
don and Hume, and the Officers about 
them, to remedy this Diſorder, but in 
vain, This unhappily, with the Fire 
made (though a very irregular one) by 
the Highland Column on our Right, 
where Gardner's Dragoons were placed, 
put that Regiment in great Diſorder, 
their Horſes taking Fright at the firſt 
Fire; however their Officers rallied them 
again, and as they were returning along- 
ſide of Lord Grange's Park-Dyke, in 
order to charge again, an Ambuſcade 
of the Rebels gave them a ſecond Fire, 
which made them reel, and ride quite 
off: Hambleton's Dragoons follow'd their 
Example, and went off likewiſe. The 
Foot not being ſupported by the Horſe, 

were ſurpriz d, and thrown into Con-

fuſion in their Turn; they firing too 
ſoon, and their Bayonets not fix'd, the 


Rebels fell furiouſly upon them, Sword 


in Hand, and being ſurrounded, about 


two hundred of them were killed, and 
about one thouſand made Priſoners.— 
Lord Loudon's Regiment being placed 


with General Cope's Baggage, as a Body 
of Reſerve, were fallen upon next ; they 


behaved well, gave the Rebels a ſmart 
Fire, which kill'd many of them; but 
being overpower'd by Numbers, they 


were oblig'd to ſurrender Priſoners ; and 
the Field Pieces and Baggage were all 
taken, The Earls of Loudon and Hume, 


after rallying the Dragoons, went off 
with them to Lauder, and from thence 


the next Day to Berwick, Brigadier 
 Fowhke, and Colonel Tafcelles came back 
to Dumbar, and Sir fohn Cope went to 


Berwisk. This is by fome call'd the 
Battle of Preſton- Pans, from the Place 
near it, which takes its Name from the 


Number of Sait-Pans there; but it is 
more properly {tiled the Battle of Glazd/- 


mutr, ſince that was the Field of Battle, 


: being a wide barren Heath, about ſeven 


Miles Eaſt of Edinburgh, Be- 
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Before I conclude this unfortunate 
Affair, I will only obſerve, that not- 
withſtanding our Soldiers were ſtruck 
with ſuch a Pannick as occaſioned them 
to act beneath the Dignity of the Cauſe in 
which they were engaged; yet it is uni- 

verſally allowed, that all their Officers 
did their Duty, and wel] ſupported the 


Honour of that Character due to true Br:- 


tons; in particular, it will be doing Juſtice 
to the Merit of the brave Col. Gardiner, 
to ſay, that he did all that could be expect- 


ed from the moſt gallant and experienc'd 


Officer to rally his Dragoons; but finding 


his utmoſt Efforts in vain; and ſeeing an 
Officer (who commanded the F oot) fall, 
the Colonel inſtantly diſmounted, ſnatch'd 


up a half Pike, 55 took upon him the 


Command of the Foot, at whoſe Head 
he fought till he was brought down by 


three Wounds, one in his Shoalder by a 


Ball, another in his Forehead by a Broad 


Sword, and the third, which was his 
mortal Stroke, in the kinder Part of his 


Head, by a Furhabbr Ax; this Wound 


Was given him by a Highlander Who 


came behind him, while he was reach- 
| ng 
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ing a Stroke at an Officer with whom he 
was engaged; he is regretted not only by 
his Friends, and thoſe of the preſent Go- 
vernment, but even amongſt thoſe againſt 
whom he fought, who agree with all 
others in acknowledging, that he finiſh-

ed a worthy and exemplary Life, with 
a moſt honourable and heroick Death; 
for he very eaſily might have eſcap'd 
with the reſt, if like them, he would 


have deſerted his Duty. He was de- 
cently interr'd on Thurſday, Sept. 24, in 


the Pariſh Church of Tranent, where 
eight of his Children lie: This fatal Ac- 
tion happened almoſt by the Walls of his 
own Seat at Bankton; his Lady and 


eldeſt Daughter, at that Time, had been 


left by him at Sterling Caſtle, 


I know it will be expected, that IT 1 


ſhould inform you, what were the Num- 
ber on both Sides in the Action: 
the King's Troops, there were about two 
Thouſand eight Hundred who ſhould 
have fought; and the Rebels were no 
leſs than five Thouſand Men; and it was 
ſo dark when they attack d us, that they 
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could not be perceived but like a black 
Hedge moving forward, and the Artil- 
lery conſiſting of ſix Pieces of Cannon, 
being planted all on the Right, and at 
ſome Diſtance from the Army, guarded 
only by a hundred Men, the Rebels 
were immediately poſſeſſed of them, 
who, turned them on our Dragoons, 
at the ſame Time giving a moſt he- 
dious and frightful Shout: The Dra- 
goons ſeeing the Cannon in the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Enemy, and that it was to

treat; as knowing that, 


He that fights and runs away, 
May turn and fight another Day; 
But he that is in Battle flain, 
Will never rife to fight again. 


Soon as the Affair was ended, the 
Rebels incircl'd their Dead and buried 
them With all Expedition to. conceal 
their Number,

He levied a Contribution of 2000. on 
the Earl of Hopton, beſides his uſual 
Land-Tax; ſeiz d on the Tork-Buildings 
Eſtate, formerly the Earl of Vintoun's, 
and made the Tenants pay half-a-Crown 
in the Pound of their Rent. 


A Proclamation was iſſued for the Citi- 
zens to withdraw the Caſh, or Money- 
Banks from the Caſtle, and carry on 
their Buſineſs as uſual ; but they being 
diſregarded, another immediately follow- 
ed; forbidding the furniſhing the Caſtle 


with Provifion on Pain of Death: In An- 


ſwer to which, General Gwze/t gave the 
Citizens to underſtand, that he would 
lay the Town in Afhes, to clear a Paſ- 
ſage for the receving Supplies, and ad- 
viſed them to provide for their perſonal 
Satety by the next Morning. 


The Rebels having placed Guards at 
all the Avenues leading to the Caſtle, 
began to fire upon it, but were ſoon 
ſilenced by the Gatriſon. General Gue/f's 
Threats occaſioned the Chief of the City 
to apply to the Pretender, to take a pro- 


per 
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per Method to prevent their threatened 
Ruin; He thereupon wrote to the Go- 
vernor of the Caſtle, and a Truce was 
concluded for fix Days; during which 


Time the Caſtle was ſuffered to receive 


Proviſions from the City and Country ; 
which Space being elapſed, the Fire be- 
gun on both Sides with greater Fury: . 
During this Interval, the Rebels not lik- 
ing to he idle, divided themſelves into 
ſmall Parties, and went ſeveral Ways in- 
to the Country, pilfering and ſtealing all 
they could lay Hands on. A large Party 
of them got to Lord Somervi/le's Houſe, 
and had began to plunder it, but the 


Alarm Bell being rung, a great Number 


of Colliers came out of the Coal Pits, 
attacked the Rebels, killed ſome of them, 
and took others Priſoners, whom they 
carried with them into the Fits ; Ano- 
ther Party went to the Earl of 6zazr's. 
where they pillaged the Houſe and car- 
ried off all the Cattle, Six of them one 
Night broke into a Houſe (the Gentle- 
man's Name I forgot) near Kerntoulsch, 
fix Miles from Edinburgh, a very morti- 
fied Gentleman, remarkable for his great

Charity, Piety and abſtemious Life, who 
lay every Night in his Coffin and Wind- 


ing Sheet: The Highlanders having ſe- 
cured what Arms was in the Houſe, ſet 
a Guard on the Servants, and packed up 
all the Plate and Linnen they thought 
they could carry off, The Chamber 
where Mr. —— lay, was without Fur- 
niture, and the laſt they viſited as they 
were going off, having locked the Ser- 
vants in a Room; ſeeing the Coffin, they 
concluded a Corpſe was incloſed in it,

The main Body of the Rebels after the 
Battle, ſtayed about Diddijton and Muf- 
ſelburgh 195 Days, and on the 24th re- 
turned to Edinburgh : On the 28th and 


29th, they ſent the Priſoners to EY 
Drummond Caſtle, Sc. 


Sometime after this, a hundred and 
ten Highlanders of Lord Loudon's Regi- 
ment, who were made Priſoners at the 
Battle of Glaidſinuir, on their Petition, 
were ſet at Liberty by the Rebels, on 
{wearing not to carry Arms againſt the 
Chevalier, About this Time two hun- 
dred more of our Soldiers, who had 

been taken Priſoners at the fame Place, 
made their Eſcape, and joined thoſe un- 
der the Command of General Blakenty, 
at & tirling Caſtle.

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On the 3oth they ſent out Parties to 


Haddington and Dumbar, and began a- 


gain to take their Meaſures for cutting off 
the Communication between the Caſtle 
of Edinburgh and the City; which con- 
ſidering they had no heavy Artillery, was 
a wild Attempt. On the 1ft of October 
they opened their Trenches on the Caſtle 


Jill, a little below the Reſervoir ; upon 


which they began to fire upon them from 
the Caſtle, kill'd three Men and wounded 
a commanding Officer, fo that by Four 
in the Afternoon they abandoned their 
Works; on which two hundred Men 


from the Garriſon ſallied out and took 


Poſſeſſion of them, and with their Fire 


cleared the High- ſtreet, which is ſaid to 
contain more People than any Street in 
London; yet there was not a Perſon then to 
de ſeen in it: The Weigh-Houſe in which 
the Rebels kept their Guard, was ſet on 
Fire by the Artillery from the Caſtle, ſo 
that che Citizens apprehending the entire 
Demolition of their Metropolis, left the 
_ City, and flying for Safety to Leith, met 
in their Way the Inhabitants of that 


Town 
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Town flying for Shelter to Edinburgh . 
for the Rebels being in Poſlefſion 0! 
Leith, and prohibiting Proviſions being 
carried to the Fox Man of War lying in 
the Road, ſhe fired furiouſly upon that 
Town, ſo that the diſtreſſed Citizen: 
and Townimen knew not where to find 


Refuge. 


The Rebels had erected a Battery 
againſt the North-Weſt Side of the Caſ- 
tle near Mr. MVicar's Church (who 
made the remarkable Prayer already ta- 
ken Notice of) and fired from thence ; but 
were ſoon ſilenced by the Fire from the 
Caſtle, which beat down a Houſe, where 
Captain Tayler, a Shoe-maker lived, (who 
had promiſed to preſent the Pretender 
with the Keys of the Caſtle) and ſevera 
other Rebels; many of whom were kill. 
ed, and thoſe who eſcaped, (among 
whom was the faid Taylor) were taker 


by a Party of the Garriſon, who flung 


themſelves down with Ropes, and with 
the ſame hoiſted up their Priſoners: Thus 
the Captain took Poſſeſſion of this For- 
treſs, though he could not find the Key:

back to Nan Roden; ; who ! ſecured the 
Gates, and by ringing a Bell on the 
Tower, and diſplaying a white Flag, 
gave the Alarm to their Men to return to 
their Relief. In the mean Time, Mackay 
having diſpatched five Men to call the 
loyal Clans from their different Stations 
to his Afliſtance, fell upon the Rebels 
in their Return to Dun Robin, who 
perceiving the Militia coming down 
from the Hills in ſuch Numbers, and 
deſpairing of Succeſs, directly made the 
beſt of their Way to the little Ferr y ; but 
Lord Sutherland's Men purſued them fo 
cioſe, that by drowning and firing, they 

killed about fifty o. them, and took 104 
5. iſoners; after which, they returned to

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Thus J have given a juſt, impartial, 
and, I hope, a Satisfactory Account of 
the Rebellion, from its fir Riſe, until 
the decifive Battle at Cu//oden Moor :

I ſhall only at preſent mention one 
other Piece of their Ingenuity ; which 
is, that they can boil a Qua uartcr of Fleſh, 
whether Mutton, Veal, Goat, or Deer, 
in the Paunch of the Breaſt, which 1s 
prepared by cutting it open, and turning 
it outſide in; by this Method it is made 
clean ; then they affix it with Scivers on 
2 Hoop; to this they tie a String or a 


Thong, cut from the Skin of the Beaſt, 


and by this Thong they hang it over 
the Fire. 


The Highlanders have been reckoned 
an indolent People; although, by what 
| have ſaid, it may appear that they ate 
ingenicus: and induſtrious ; for the Truth 
of which I appeal to any of our Military 
Gentlemen, who have had the Honour.

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to ſerve the Government in that Part of 


the World: But as thefe are Secrets that 
have not been known in Ergland, } 
mould not have divulged them withour 
a Patent, or at leaſt ſome valuable Con- 

fideration - and eſpecially, ſince the Re- 
bels have feil'd in their Scheme of eſta- 

bliſhing the Pretender; for had they ſuc- 
ceeded, in all Probability, there Fold 
have been a Colony of thoſe Norw-grans, 
planted in the South, who might have 


taught our good Women their Way of 


Houſewifry, and Cookery, Our Me- 
chanicks might likewiſe have been in- 
ſtructed in their Arts as to Building , 
Sc. The Highland Houſes are very 
oddly erected, and the Inhabitants are 
generally their own Architects , which 
they perform with very few Materials, 

being chiefly compoſed of Clods of Pear, 
Stones, Sticks, Broom or Ling. They 
have generally two Apartments in their 
Houſes, (I mean the common People, 
by Means of a flight Partition; one End 
they lie in themſelves, having a Fire in 
the Middle; as to Chimnies, as I have 
already lad, they have none: There i:

The other A artment is the Cow-Parlour 
for their Oxen, Calves, Ec. and is {1- 
dom uſed otherwite, except at Wedding 
or Chriſtenings, when they Can very 
readily remove the Partition, and lay 
Boards, propt up with Butments of Clods, 
for a EAR: which they cover with 
grcen Ruſkes or Hether Tobs, and ſtrcvw 
che Floor with the ſame. 


Their Cattle are exceeding ſmall, but 
very ſweet Meat when in good Order: 
A full-grown Ox is not much bigger 
than one of our Calves of a Year old, 
The Smell of the Cattle's Dung, which 
is generally very thick about the Houſe, 
and their Pcar-Fi ire, 1 tuppoſe, Contri- 
dutes not a little to keep them in Health, 
but not free from the Itch; which is 
very common here, although not re- 
garded; for they ſeldom mind to cure 
it any other Way than by their Dumb- 
Munck, being always provided with

The Highlanders, in all Reigns, have 
been remarkable for diſturbing the eſta- 
bliſhed Government of Scotland, by tak- 
ing up Arms on every Invaſion for the 
Invaders; had they been employed at 
fach Times in Defence of their Country. 


it would have thewn a noble Spirit; o 


the contrary , they have been the Ring- 


leaders and chief Promoters of all Re- 


bellions, and of bringing Ruin and De- 
ſtruction upon the Place of their Nat 


vity, 


As I propoſed to give a particular Ac. 
count of the Highlanders, what is want- 
ing from my own Obſervations, 1 mo; 
venture to ſupply from ſo worthy ar 
Author as Mr. Buchanan, who ha- 


formerly well! deſcribed ther as fol- 


lows. 


In 
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In their Diet, Apparel, and Hovſhold 
Furniture, they follow the Parſimony of 
the Antients ; they provide their Diet by 
fiſhing and hunting, and boil their Fleth, 
as I have already ſaid, in the Paunch or 

Skin of the Beaſt ; While they bunt 
they eat it raw, after {queezing out the 
Blood ; and when they bleed their Cat- 
tic, which is generally twice a Year, 
they with great Care preſerve the Blood, 
which they mix with Oat-Meal to eat, 
and is efteemed by them a moſt nou- 
riſhing Diſh. Their Drink is Meat- 
Broth or Wey, of which they have 
Plenty at their Entertainments; but moſt 
of them drink Water. They alſo brew 
Ale, which is generally drank (in the 
Lowlands as well as here) the ſame Day 
tis brew'd, Their Bread is a Compoll- 
tion of Oats and Barley, the only Grain 
which their Country produces, which 
they likewiſe prepare after various Forms 
with Water, ſometimes boiled, but moſt- 
ly raw; they eat a little of this in the 
Morning, and contenting themſelves there- 
with through Neceſſity, hunt, or go abe ut 
their Buſineſs, without cating any mare

till Night; when they travel further 
from home, they carry a Bag of Oat- 
Meal, and a little Diſh, with which, 
when they are hungry, they take up 
ſome Water at the firſt Brook they come 
to, ſtir in ſome Meal with their Finger, 
and ſup it up; by the Help of which 
they can out-trave] many Horſes. They 
delight moſt in Cloaths of ſeveral Co- 
lours, eſpecially {ſtriped : And the Co- 
lours they are fondeſt of, are Purple and 
Blue, Their Anceſtors, as many of 
them do ſtill, made Uſe of Plaids, very 
much variegated ; but now they make 
them rather of dark Colours, more like 
the Crops of Heath, that they may not 
be diſcovered while they he in Heath: 
waiting for Game. Being rather wrap- 
ped up, than covered with theſe Plaid- 
they endure all the Rigour of the 
Seaſon ; and ſometimes fleep cover'd a! 
over with Snow. At home they lic 
upon the Ground, having under then 
Fern or Heath, covered with a Shee 
or Blanket, the latter laid with th 
Roots undermoſt, fo that it is almoſt a. 
ſoft as Feathers, and much more 2

ful; for the Quality of Heath being t6 
draw out ſuperfluous Humours , when 
they lie down weary and faint upon 
it at Night, they riſe freſh and vigorous 
171 the Morning. They affect this hard 
Way ot tleepi ing, and whenever they 
happen to come into any Place where 
there is better Accomodations, they pull 
the Covering off the Bed, and lie dow: 
upon it wrapped in their Plaids, left 
they ſhould be ſpoiled by what they 
call a barbarous Eiminacy. They go 
naked from below the Knee, to the 
Mid-Thigh , wearing a Broad-Sword , 
Dirk, and Piſtol at their Girdle; and a 
Target at their Shoulder, They are deſ- 
perate in Fight, fierce in Converſation, 
apt to quarrel, miſchievous, and even 
Mourderers in their Paſſion. The old 
Seots Language, called Erſe, has loſt fo 
much Ground by the ſpreading of the 
Eugliſh in Scotland, ever ſince the Ner- 
man Conqueit, that tis now confined to 
the Highlands and the Iſles, where 
moſt of the People of Note do alſo un-

Mr. Mackay, tells us, that the High. 


landers differ as much from the Low- 
landers, in their Dreſs, Manner, and 
Language, as the Indians in Mexico de 
from the Spantards; that the old Sco75 
Language is here ſpoken in its native 
Purity, and written in the genuine Cha- 
racters, which is more like the Greek, or 
Hebreso, than the Roman: Whereas 
the Welch, though they have preſerved 
their Language, yet have entirely lofi 
their old Character, and write in the 
Roman.

®* Inverneſs or Innerne/s, is but a ſmall dirty poor 
Place, although the Capital of the Highlands, built clo!- 
along the Banks of the River V/ from Lechne/s. From 
that River, and from Exner, which, in the old Sc; 
Language, ſignifies an Harbour, the Town and Country 
derives its Name. It lies in a great Hollow, which join 


the Murray Firth. At the Key, there is a very com- 
modious Harbour for ſmall Shipping; and thoſe of the 


largeit Burthen, at a little Diſtance, may ride in Safety 
and lies convenient for Trade. It is a Royal Burgh, and 


a Seat of the Sheriff, and of a Preſbytery, containing 


ten Pariſhes It ſtands on the South-Side of the

to ſearch for Arms: I gave them for Anſwer, (being 
well aflurec,) that there were no Arms there but what be. 
long'd to me; and, as 'twas my Quarters, would g 
ſufler it to be abus'd ; which they always took 2s + 
ſatisſactory Anſwer, and went off; ſo that my Landlor. 
ſuffered no Damage. I have heard fince that he h 
conformed, This Town is pretty well affedded to th- 
Government, perhaps from the good Example (ar for: 
Þf the Breed) of Oliorr Cromwell s Soldiers. 
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On the 28th, all the French Priſoners 
were ſhipp'd for Newcaſile, Almoſt all 
the Pretender's Servants came and ſub- 
mitted to the Duke; and as,they were 
Fr:nch, and had not been with hum before 
he came to France, his Royal Highneſs 
zave them Paſſports to go home, Lord 
Sutherland remained with geo of his 
People in the Head of the Frazers Coun- 
try.

Scotland: Betore you come to this Place 
on the other Side of the Loch, are the 
Ruins of the famous Caſtle of Urquhart, 
conſiſting of ſeven great Towers, ſaid to 
be built by the Cumus, and overthrown 
by King Edward: About four Miles to 
the Weſtward of which Caſtile, on the 
Top of a very high Hill, two Miles per- 
benditular, is a Lake of cold freih Water, 
about 30 Fatham in Length, and fix in 
readth, no Stream running to it or from 
it; its Depth could never yet be fathom- 
d, and at all Seatons of the Year it is 
equally full, and never freezes: A little 
Way after you ſcave this Hut, you are 
preſented on your Right, with a moſt 
remarkable Cataract, or Fall of Water, 
more than 20 Yards high; it being a ſmall 
River obſtructed by vaſt Rocks on the 
Edge of a Mountain, from whence it 
| falls 
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falls into the Loch at the Foot of this 
Mountain; here the Mountains and Rocks 
that inviron this Loch are inacceſſible - 
You leave it on your Right, and travel 
over continued barren Mountains, and 
tee Lochneſs no more 'till you come t 
Fort- Az: guftus ; ; from whence to Fort 
William is 30 Miles, quite in a Valley 
as it is from Inverneſs to this Place, anc 
full of Lechs all the Way from Sea to Sea, 
Eaſt and Weſt. Thit Valley is ſuppoſc 
to be 20 Foot lower than the Seca 
and there are not above eight Miles of the 
Way from Inver nes to Fort-William , 
but what are either Lochs or Rivers. This 
Fort was erected in Honour of King 
William III. as the Village 1s called Ma. 
rybrough, in Honour of his Queen Mary. 
to curb the Highlanders, who, upon all

Higblanders, when they armed for the 


Pretender in 1715. It is ſo ſituated, that 


if it be ever ſo much ſtraitned by a Bloc 

kade or Siege by Land, tis open to the 
Sea, and may thereby receive conſtan: 
Supplies. The Water in Zochnefs is of- 


brow: 
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brown Colour, faid to abound much with 
Sulphur, and is the lighteit Water in 
Scotland; amongſt the Natives it is ac- 
counted the beſt of Water; as is that of 
the River Nefs, at Iroerneſs, and never 
freezes; but our Soldiers complained of 
it giving them the Flux, as already taken 
Notice of. Upon Lochneſs i is built a very 
handſome Sloop, which ſerves the Garri- 
ſon with Neceſſaries from Inverneſs, and 
at this Time was of great Uſe in bringing 
up Forage and Proviſions for the Army, 
Sc. and carrying the Sick from hence to 
luderneſs, of which there were but too 
great Plenty, after the exceſſive fatiguing 
Marches, inclement VVeather, and now 
invironed with black barren Mountains 
covered with Snow-, and Streams of 
Water rolling down them; the Sight of 
which is ſufficient to give a well-bred 
Dog the Vapours, and occaſioned Num- 
bers to fall ſick daily, as well in their 
Minds as Bodies. This might have been 
ill worſe, had it not been for the Duke's 
Preſence, which afforaed Pleaſure to 
every Soldier as often as they beheld 
him; and to divert their Melancholy,

his Royal Highneſs and Officers fre- 
quently gave Money to be run for by 
Highland Horſes, ſometimes without 
Saddles or Bridles, both Men and Women 
riding: Here was alſo many Foot-Races, 
perform'd by both Sexes, which afforded 
many Droll Scenes. It was neceflary to 
entertain Life in this Manner, otherwiſe 
the People were in Danger of being af- 
tected with hypocondriacal Melancholy.

of which Sir William Richardſon bf Ber- 
mondſey, Knight, was Foreman, and three 
other Knights, and nineteen Eſquires of 
the County of Surry, were impanelled, to 
whom a learned Charge was given ; after 
which they withdrew, and found Bills of 
Indictment for High Treaſon, in levying 
War, againſt the Earls of Cromartie and 
Kilmarnock, and againit Lord Palmerino. 
At the fame Time they likewite found 
Bills of the ſame Nature againſt thirty- 
ſeven Commoners, who had a reaſonable 
Time given them to prepare tor their 
Trials, 


The Houſe of Peers being informed 
that Bills had been found againſt the three 
Lords, directed that a Writ of Certiorari 
ſhould be iſſued for bringing the ſaid In- 
dictmens before them, and appointed alfo 
a Committee to conſider of the proper 
Methods for bringing the ſaid Lords to 
their Trials. Before I proceed to the De- 
tail of what happened in Reference to 
theſe Judicial Pracecdings, it becomes ab- 
ſolute neceſſary to take Notice of a very 
extraordinary Step the French Court

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thought fit to make on this Occaſion 
The Reader will obſerve, that the Pre- 
tender's Son was at this Time in Scor-

ILLIAM BOYD, Earl of 
Kilmarnock, and Lord Boyd; 

takes his Title of Earl from a Royal Bo- 
rough of that Name, in the Shire of 
Cunningham. The firſt remarkable Man 
of his Family, and the firſt who aſſumed 
the Sirname of Loyd, is ſaid, by Scorch 
Genealogiſts, to be Robert, the Son ol 
Simon, third Son of Allan, Lord High 
Chancellor of Scotland in the Year 1111, 
from whom the late Earl was lineally de- 
ſcended. The firſt who was created a 
Baron, and called to Parliament by the 
Name and Title of Lord Boyd of Nilmar-— 
nock, was one Robert, a Man remarkable 
for his Abilitics, both as a Soldier and 
Stateſman, whoſe Son Robert, a Nobleman 
of quick Wit andpevetrating Judgment, was 
cn the 25th of Ofober, 1466, by Letters 
Patent 
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Patent created Regent of Scotland, during 
the Minority of King James the "Third, 
who created his Son Themas, in the Life- 
time of his Father, Earl of Arran, and 
gave him in Marriage the Lady Mary 
Stetwart, eldeſt Siſter to the King. He was 
ſhortly after ſent on an Embaſly to Den- 
mark, on a Treaty of Marriage between 
the young King, his Prother- in-laws and 
Margaret, a Daughter of that Crown, 
whom he eſpouſed in the Name of his 
Royal Maſter : But by. the Practices of 
his Enemies againſt him, was forced af- 
terwards to take the Opportunity of one 
of thofe Ships which convoyed the Queen, 
and retired to Denmark, with bis Wife, 
the King's Siſter ; whence going to pay a 
Viſit to Charles then Duke of Bur gun- 
dv, Anno, 1470, he died at Antwerp, 
ind was honourably interred at the Ex- 
pence of that Duke, who erected a ſuperb 
Monument to his Memo: y. 


After the Reſtoration of King Char: 
II. Villiam the then ſutviving Deſcen- 
dant, a Man of Wit and Learning, 
remarkable for Activity in the e of 
that Monarch, and upon Account of his 
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folid Parts, was created by that Prince, 
Earl of Kilmarnsck, The Family having 
remained in a private Station, from the 
Time of the famous Earl of Arran in 
James IIId's Reign, till this Period, when 
they again appeared in Parliament with 
their ancient Luſtre. 


William, his Great-Grandfon, the 4th 
and late Earl, who was confined in the 
Tower of London, was but very young 
when his Father died. His Father's 
Death leaving him too ſoon at Liberty 
to be his own Maſter, and the Indulgence 
that is generally given to young Noblemen, 
ad.:d to the natural Sprightlineſs of his 
Ternper, ſoon gave him an Averſion to,a 
rigorous Study of Letters, though he had 
made ſome Frogreſo in Claſſical Learning, 
and had acquired ſome tolerable Notion of 
Philoſophy and the Mathematicks; but there 
was too much of the Volatile in his Ditpoſ: - 
tion, to continue long at Exerciles that re- 
quired Application: He was more happy ir 
acquiring thoſe which are called pentee! 
Accompliſhments ; ſuch as Riding, Fenc- 
ing, Dancing, and ſome Muiick ; 17 *

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which he excelled, and was eſtecmed by 
Men ot Taſte, a polite Gentleman. 


When he came to the Eſtate, it was 
pretty much incutnber'd, and great Part 
of the old Patrimony alienated ; The 
Earl's Diſpoſi ition was by no Means cut 
out for improving it by Parſimony; on the 
contrary, as his Income was infinitely 
ſhort of what the Generoſity, or x. ather 
the Profuſcneſs of his Diſpoſition would 
prompt him to ſpend, he found his At- 
fairs daily growing worſe, and therefore 
thought of bettering his 8 
by an advantageous! Match: To this Pur- 
poſe he fixed his Eyes upon Lady Ann 
Levingſton, Daughter of James Earl of 
Liulithgom and Callendar, a young Lao, 
of confiderable Fortune, and great Beauty. 
The Earl made his Addicflrs to the La- 
dy, but ber Friends, who knew the low 
Ebb of the Earl's Fortune, retuſed their 
Conſent : However, his Lord{hip' 8 agrec- 
able Perſon, and genteel Addreſs, raiſe 80 
Friend for him in the Lady's Boſom, 
who married him without her Mother's 
Conſent. 


His 
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His Lordſhip's Exceſſes added to the 
Charge of a Family, reduced the Eſtate 
fo low, that it was not now ſafticient to 
ſupport them with any tolerable Decen- 
cy; his Lordſhip was therefore obliged 
to apply to the Miniſtry for a Penſion, 
which he obtain'd, and has ever ſince 
enjoy'd it, 


It does not appear to me that the Earl 
was in the original Deſign of the Rebel- 
lion, for I believe it was far advanced 
before his Lordſhip ſo much as thought of 
joining them. But his Lady happening 
to be at Edinburgh when the young Pre- 
tender enter d that City, ſhe was charm- 
ed with the Gaiety of his military Court, 
and the Aﬀability with which he treated 
her and all the Ladies: The Counteſs is

Pans; which elevated the Jacobites to ſuch 
a Degree, that they eſteemed it Madneſs 
and Infatuation in every Body who did 
| not immediately join their Standard : 
| Among the reſt the Earl of Kilmarnock 
| - joined them, and was received by the 
young Chevalier with Marks of great 
Eſteem and Diſtinction ; declared of 
the Privy Council, made Colonel of his 
Guards, and promoted to the Degree 
| of a General,

RTHUR ELPHINGSTON, 
Lord Balmerino, is of a Name very 
antient, though not very numerous in 
Scotland, but cannat be number'd as of a 
potent Clan, though it has abounded with 
Men of Figure and Note in that Country, 
as much as any other Name whatſoever. 
They are ſaid to come from Germany, and 
that the Firſt who appear'd of th: Name, 
married, in the Days of Robert, the Firſt 
of Scotland, Margaret, Daughter to Sir 
Chriſtophen Seaton, of Seaton, by his 05 
LOR the 
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the Lady Chriſtian, Siſter to King Robert: 
who beſtowed on him ſeveral Lands in 
Mid-Lothian, the Revenue of which was 
ſufficient to ſupport his Dignity; eſpeci- 
ally in. thoſe Times, when Luxury and 
extravagant Expences were none of the 
modiſh Accompliſhments of a fine Gen- 
tleman, however highly born. © Theſe 
Lands Mr, Elphing/ton called after his 
own Name, which they ſtill bear, and 
is the chief Seat, and gives the Title of 
Lord to the Lord Elphingſton, Chief of 

the Family we are now treating of. 


In the Reign of King James the Firſt, 
a ſecond Son of the Lord Eiphingfton, by 
the Intereſt of his Father with that King, 
was created a Baron, by the Name and 
Title of Lord Balmerino. John the 4th 
Lord of that Name, his Great-Grandſon, 
and Father of the late unfortunate No- 
bleman, was in the Reign of Queen An, 
made General of the Mint, and Sheriff 
of the County of Edinburgh; and in 1713 
was elected one of the ſixteen Peers to re- 
preſent the Peerage of Scotland in the 
Parliament of Great Britain. James his 

younger 
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younger Son, by his firſt Wife, Daughter 
to the Earl of Eglington, and half Brother 
to the late Lord, while he had no Pro- 
ſpe& of the Eſtate of Balmerino, was bred 
to the Law, where he made a conſider- 
able Figure at the Bar, as an Advocate, 
had a large Share of Employment, was 
eſteem'd an honeſt and able Counſellor, 


and was liſten'd to with great Attention 
by the Bench, | 


His remarkable Abilities, accompanied 
with a great Sedateneſs, ſoon recommend- 
ed him to a Seat on the Bench, where he 
diſcharged that high and important Truſt 
with great Honour and ſtrict Integrity. 
He was eſteem'd an able and juſt Judge, 
always avoided mixing Party Spirit with 
the Bench, 


This worthy Lord died about a Year 
before the Rebellion broke out, but left 
no Iſſue. He was ſucceeded by Arthur 
the late Earl, the Son of John, the fourth 
Lord Balmerino, by his ſecond Wife, 
Daughter of Arthur Roſs, Archbithop of 


St. Andrews, 


N n 7 His 
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His Lordſhip, in Queen Arm's Time, 
was in the Service; had a Company of 
Foot; at the Head of which he fought, 
under the Duke of Argyle, at the Battle 
of Dunmblain ; but afterwards, joined the 
Karl of Marr; he was pardoned at the 
Interceſſion of his Father, and lived pri- 
vately in ocozland, until the breaking out 
of the laſt Rebellion, 


On the 18th of Huguſt, 1746, about 
Eight in the Morning, the Sheriffs B/ach- 
ford and Cockayne went to the Tower to 
receive thoſe unfortunate Noblemen, the 
Far! of Kilmarnock and the Lord Balme- 
ino; about Ten they were brought out 
and conducted to a Houſe prepared for 
their Reception, where the Earl, who 
was called to ſuffer firſt, ſpent about an 
Hour in his Devotion with Mr. Fo/ter ; 
he appeared upon the Scaffold dreſſed in 
Black, with a very ſerene Countenance ; 
was remarkably penitent, and owned 
the great Guilt of the Rebellion; declar- 
ed Eis Satisfaction with the Regality of 
King George's Title to the Crown, and 

as 
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as he had promiſed, When he firſt begg'd 
for Mercy, he pray'd for our lawfu! 
Sovereign with his laſt Breath; gave 
the Executioner five Guineas ; prepared 
himſelf for Death with great Compoſure 
of Mind; and after the Signal, his Head 
was ſever'd from his Bodv at one fingle 
Stroke; but the Executioner was 10 
much aflected that he ſhed Tears. The 
Earl died in the 42d Year oi his Age 
When the Under Sheriff came to call 
Lord Balmerino, he aiked, whether it was 
over with the Earl of A7/narnck? and 
being told that it was, he delir'd to 
know how the Executioner performed 
his Office; and when he was informed, 
ſaid, it was well done. Then Addreis- 
ing himſelf to the Company, ſaid, Gen- 
tlemen, I ſhall detain you no longer ; and 
ſeemingly with an eaſy Chearfulnets, ſalut- 
ed his Friends, and haſtened to the Scaf- 


fold, which he mounted with { willing 


an Air, that it greatly aſtoniſhed the 
SpeCtators : As his Lordfhip lived in the 
Acts of Treaſon and Rebellion, ſo he 
died in the Aggravation of his Crime, 
having the Infolence to wear the fame | 

Nn 2 Regi- 
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Regimentals to the Scaffold that he wore 
at the Battle of Calladen; no Action in his 
Deportment ſhewed the leaſt Sign of 
Fear; he walked ſeveral Times round 
the Scaffold, bowed to the People, went 
to his Coffin, read the Inſcription, and 
with a Nod faid, it is right. His Lord- 
ſhip putting on his Spectacles, and taking 
a Paper out of his Pocket, read it with 
an audible Voice, in which he mentioned 
his Majeſty King George, as a Prince of 
the greateſt Magnanimitv and Mercy. 
Having delivered this Paper to the Sheriff, 
he then examined the Block; and calling 
tor the Executioner, who appearing, and 
being about to aſk his Lordſhip's Pardon, 
he ſaid, , Friend, you need not aſk nie 
* Forgiveneſs, the Exccution of your 
* Duty is commendable,” Upon which 
his Lordſhip gave him three Guineas, 
ſaying, I never was Rich, this 1s all the 
Money I have now; I with it was more; 
and pulling off his Clothes, which he 
likewiſe gave him, he put on a Flannel 
Waiſtcoat, and then taking a Plaid Cap 
out of his Pocket, put it on his Head, 
faying, he died a Scotcbhman; atter ſhew- 


ing | 
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ing the Executioner the Signal for the 
Stroke, clapp'd bim on the Back, an! 
encouraged him to do his Work lik a 
Man; and then Kknecling down to the 
Block gave the Signal fo unexpectedly, 
that the Excutioner was in Confuſion, 
and could not perform his Office undes 
three Blows : His Lordſhip was in th

The greateſt Part of theſe 
unfortunate People were found guilty ; - 
and, that I may finiſh this Subject at 
once, I ſhall obſerve, that on Friday the 
28th of November, Sir John Wedaerburn, 
Bart, John Hamilton, Eiq; James Brad 
ſhaw, Andrew Wood, and Alexander 
Leith were executed; Colonel Fearguhar- 
fon and Thomas Watſon being reprieved in 
the Morning, and James Lindſay juſt as 
he was going into the Sledge. This was 
the laſt Execution in the Neighbourhood 
of London, of ſuch as were condemned b 
the King's Commiſſioners in Sonthwark, 


As for the Rebels that were Priſoners: 
in the North, they were tried partly at 
Carliſie, and partly at Tor, the Aſſizes 
being opened at the firſt- mentioned City 
on the 12th of Auguſt, before the Lord 
Chief Baron Parker, Mr, Juſtice Bur net, 
Mr. Juſtice Deuniſon, and Mr. Baron 
Clark, and continued by proper Adjourr- 
ments, (that of the gth of September be- 
ing after they returned from Nit) to the 
26th of the ſame Month, when the whole 
of their Buſineſs was finiſhed there, and

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Ninety-one received Sentence of Death, 
Twenty-fix were acquitted, and Twenty- 
nine diſcharged, no Bills being found 
againſt them.

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was a Priſoner in Newgate, and under 
Sentence of Death, when his Brother 
ſuffered, and after receiving ſeveral Re- 
prieves, made his Eſcape from the nee, 

when his Life was in no Danger, He 
went immediately to France, from thence 
to Rome, and afterwards returned to Pa- 
77s, where he married the Widow of 
Lord Neceburn, by whom he had a Son, 
who embarked with his Father in favour 
of the late Expedition, and were taken 
by his Majeſty's Ship the Sheerneſi, al- 
ready taxen Notice of, and confined ſome 
Time a Priſoner with him in the Tower, 
from whence, on Friday the 21ſt of No- 
_ vember, he was brought under a ſtrong 
Guard to the Court of King's-Bench in 
Weſtminſter Hall, tobe arraigned on his 
Sentence in the Year 1716, when he el- 
caped but of Newgate. He pleaded that 
he was a Subject of France, in which 
Country he had reſided 30 Years, and 
had his Commiſſion; and that he was 
not Charles Ratcliffe, meaning that he 
was Earl of Derwentwater ; then a Jury 
was impannelled to find him the identical 
Perſon. On ee the 22d, Mr. 

Ratcliffe 
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Rotclifje being brought up to the Bar of 
the Court of Kinrg's-Bench, was again ar- 
raigned, but refuted to hold up his Hand, 
or acknowledge any Juriſdiction but to 
the King of Prance, inſiſting on a Com- 
miſſion he had in his Pocket from the 
French King, and appealing to his Siciltan 
Majeſty's Miniſter, who was preſent in 
Court ; but on hearing his former In- 
dictment and Conviction, which were 
read to him, he ſaid, he was not Charles 
Ratcliffe therein named, but that he was 
the Earl of Derwentwater ; and. his Coun- 
cil informed the Court that this was the 
Plea he relied on; to which the Attorney 
General replied, with his Averraent of 
his being the ſame Charles Ratcliffe, and 
thereupon Iſſue was joined: Then the 
Council for the Priſoner moved to put oft 
his Trial upon his own Affidavit (to which 
he had ſubſcribed the Count de Der wen?- 
water) that two of his material Witneſſes, 
namins them, were Abroad, without 
whoſe Teſtimony he could not ſafely go 
to Trial: This Afﬀidavit not proving 
| ſatisfactory, becauſe the Priſoner did not 
| therein aver, that he was the Perſon for-

merly attainted ; as unpannelled, 
one of whom he challenged per emptorily, 
which the Court diſallou ed then the reit 
of the Jury were ſworn, and alter a clear 
Evidence of the Identity of the Perſon in 
Behalf of the Crown, the Priſoner pro- 
ducing none on his Part, the Jury wit * 
drew about ten Minutes ; and then brought 
in their Verdict, that he was the fame 
Charles Ratchffe, who was convicted of 
Treaſon in the Year 1716. Then the 
Attorney-General ak to have Execu- 
tion awarded again the Priſoner on his 
former Judgment, to which che Priſoner's 
Council objected, tendering a Plea ot 
Pardon by Act of Parliament, in Bar 
of Execution: But the Court faid, as 
he had already pleaded fuch a Plex” as hc 
choſe to rely on, and as that was found 
againſt him, nothing more remained for 
them to do at preſent, but to award Ex- 


ecution; for which the proper Writs were. 
made Hut. 


On 
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On Monday the 8th of December all 
Things were put in order for his Execu- 
tion, though the Notice was fo ſhort that 
the Carpenters were forced to work on 
the Scaffold on Sunday, and all the fol- 
lowing Night. In the Morning about 
Ten o'Clock, the Block and a Cuſhion, 
both covered with Black, were brought 
up and fixed on the Stage, and ſoon after 
Mr. Ratcl;f 's Coffin, covered with black 
Velvet, with eight Handles, which and 
the Nails were gilt with Gold; but there 
was no Plate or Inſcription upon it. At 
near Eleven the Sheriffs, Mr. Alderman 
Winterbottom and Mr. Alderman A!/op, 
with their Officers, came to ſce if the 
Scaffold was finiſhed, and every Thing 
prepared for Mr. Ratcl:;ffe's Reception; 
which being to their Satisfaction, they 
went to the Tower, and demanded the | 
Body of Mr. Radcliffe, of General Wil- 
liamſon, Deputy Governor; upon being de- 
livered, he was put into a Landau, and 
carried over the Wharf, at the End of 
which, he was put into a Mourning Coach, 
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and convey'd into a ſmall Booth, joining to 
the Stairs of the Scaffold, lined with 
Black, where he ſpent about half an Hour 
in his Devotion; and then, preceded by 
the Sheriffs, the Divine, and ſome Gen- 
tlemen his Friends, came to the Place of 
Execution. 


When he came upon the Scaffold, he 
took Leave of his Friends with great Sere- 
nity and Calmneſs of Mind; and having 
{poken a few. Words to the Executioner, 
2ave him a Purſe of ten Guineas, and 
putting on a Damaſk Cap, kneeled down to 
Prayers, which laſted about ſeven Minutes, 
all the Spectators on the Scaffold kneeling 
with him: Prayers being over, he pulled 
off his Cloaths, and put his Head on the 
Block, from whence he ſoon got up, and 
having ſpoke a few Words, he kneeled 
down to it again, and fixing his Head, in 
about two Minutes gave the Signal to the 
Executioner, who at three Blows ſtruck it 
off, which was received in a Scarlet Cloth 
held for that Purpoſe. He was dreſſed in 
Scarlet faced with black Velvet trimmed 
with Gold, a Gold-laced Waiſtcoat, and a 
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trhite Feather in his Hat. He behaved 
with the greateſt Fortitude and Coolneſs 
of Temper, and was no way ſhocked at 
the Approach of Death ; on the contrary, 
he met it with the utmoſt Serenity and 
Compoſure. He was buried on the 11th 
at Night in St. Gres in the Fields, near 
the Remains of his Brother, 


The laſt Perſon I have to mention up- 
on this Occafion is Simon Lord Frazer 
of Lovat, who being taken in the High- 
lands, and ſent up Priſoner to London, 
remained a long Time confined in the 
Tower; and as the Adventures of the 
former Part of his Life made his Lord- 
ſhip's Story pretty well known, there 1s 
no need that I thould dwell long upon it 
here. He was of an antient and honoura- 
ble Family in Scotland, whoſe Genealogy J 
ſhall forbear to trace, my Book being 
ſwelled above my Propoſals, ſo that 1 
mall conclude for the preſent with the 
following Remarks on the latter Part of 
his Lordſhip's Life; which he ſpent in 
_ practifing the Maxims of Government he 

had adopted from France and Rome, by 

„ - diſtreſſing 
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diſtreſſing and impoveriſhing ſuch as hag 
any Buſineſs or Concern with him: Seve- 
ral Gentlemen, who were not immedi- 
ately under his Subjection, he ruined, by 
hiring Ruffians to kill their Cattle, and 
firing their Corn-Fields and Barns, on the 
ſlighteſt Quarrel or Miſunderitanding be- 
tween them : His reſtleſs and active Diſ- 
poſition conduced not a little to draw him 
into Snares ; but a ready Invention and 
ſpeedy Execution helped him out of them. 
In Buſineſs he was unjuſt and unconſcio- 
nable, and declared his own Profit or 
Pleaſure had always been the Rule of his 
Actions; and to them, he, on all Occa- 
fions, ſacrificed every other Concern : 
This led him into Violence, Rapes, Cru- 
elty, Treachery, and every baſe and infa- 
mous Practice; being guilty of all Man- 
ner of enormous Crimes, render'd him a 
fit Inſtrument for Tg on this Hell- 

bred Scheme of Rebellion, in which he 
was early engaged, and for which he was 
impeached by the Houle of Commons, 

who- charged him with feveral Acts of 
Treaſon; ſuch as engaging in traiterous 
Detigns 1 in 1743; lending over Agents to 
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manage his Schemes in Foreign Coun- 

trics ; accepting Commiſſions, and a Pa- 
tent creating him Duke Frazer, from 
the Pretender to his Majeſty's Crown; 
correſponding with his Son; and raiſing 
his Clan, Sc. all which Lord Lowvat po- 
ſitively deny d by his Anſwer, 


On Monday the gth of March, 1747, 
his Lordſhip was brought up to take his 
Trial, and being unanimouſly found guilty 
by his Peers; the Houſe of Commons on 
the 19th of the ſame Month demanded, 
and his Lordſhip received Judgment in 
the uſual Manner; and he ſuffer'd ac- 
cordingly, on Thur /day the gth of April, 
He kept up not only his Spirits, but his 
Gaicty to the very laſt. 


His Lordſhip, it is file was of the 


Perſuaſion of a Set of People i in France, 


called Janſeniſis, who deny the Infallibi- 
lity = the Pope ; but he delir'd that Mr, 
Baker, a Romifh Prieſt belonging to the 
King of Sardima's Ambaſſador, might 
attend him in private til! his Execution ; 
which Was granted. 


About 
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About an Hour before his Execution, 
the great Scaffold next the Bars on Tower. 
Jill, being over- loaded with Spectators, 
broke down; by which about eighteen 
Perſons were killed, and many more hurt, 
who died afterwards: So that as he caufed 
much Deſtruction in his Life, the like 
Fate attended him on the Day of his 
Death. On Monday, April 17, his 
Corpſe was brought from the Houſe of 
Mr. Stephenſon in the Staand, attended 


only by one Coach, and interr'd in the 
Tower, 


Thus I have brought my Hiſtory down 
from the firſt Contrivance of the Rebel- 
lion Abroad, to the Death of the laſt 
Perſon: who ſuffer'd for it, without Par- 
tiality, and with all the Clearneſs, Candour 
and Exactneſs in my Power, as well from 
the beſt Informations 1 could procure, 25 
my own Obſervations ; and 1 may ven- 
ture to ſay, that no Man in Britain, in a 
private Station, had ſo great a Share in 
the Fatigue. = 


I was © 
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J was likewiſe a Volunteer in 171 45 
although but 15 Years of Age, and rode 
in one of the King's Troops; ſo that 
J have been concerned in driving out 
both the Popith Pretender and his Son; 
and now conclude with a hearty Wiſh, 
that nothing of the like Kind may 
happen for the future; and that the By;- 
tiſi Nation in general may be truly ſenſible 
and thankful, for the Bleſſings Gop has 
given them in the auſpicious Honte of 
Hanover, under whoſe Succeſſion ma 
they live in the quict Poſſeſſion of theit 
Laws, Liberties and Properties, till Time 
ſhall be no more.
